Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claims 1-25, 43-48, drawn to an exposure for forming pattems of a plurality of 
layers on a substrate using a plurality of exposure apparatuses, classified in class 
355, subclass 77. 

IL Claims 26-29, 31-36, 49 and 51, drawn to an exposure apparatus, classified in 
class 355, subclass 52. 

III. Claims 30 and 50, drawn to a lithographic system, classified in class 355, subclass 
55. 

IV. Claims 37-39, drawn to an exposure apparatus, classified in class 355, subclass 
53. 

V. Claims 40-42, drawn to a method of making an exposure apparatus, classified in 
class 430, subclass 311. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II-IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, inventions II-IV have separate utilities such as adjusting 
the image forming characteristics, selecting the exposure apparatus for performing exposure 
operation, controlling the distortion, controlling the velocity of the wafer and mast stages. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Inventions I and V are related as process of making and process of using the product. 
The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. Since the product is 
not allowable, restriction is proper between said method of making and method of using. The 
product claim will be examined along with the elected invention (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

4. Liventions I and II-IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used 
to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the 
apparatus as claimed can be used in another and materially different process such as expoing a 
resist layer to form an etching mask. 

5. Inventions II-IV and V are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case, the product can be made by another and materially different process such as a non- 
photoUthographic process. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
